DAYTIME shoppers can 
get money off their car 
parking charges thanks to 
a pilot scheme aimed at 
boosting Dorchester’s 
trade. 

Shoppers and visitors to 
the town will get a voucher 
with their car-parking 
ticket, which can then be 
redeemed for £1 at partici¬ 
pating stores throughout 
the town. 

Participating shops and 
businesses will display a 
blue parking sign available 
from Dorchester Business 
Improvement District 
(BID) to show shoppers 
they are supporting the 
scheme. 

Around 40 businesses 
are involved in the inita-

tive, which began on Mon¬ 
day, November 1st and in¬ 
corporates West Dorset 
District Council run car 
parks in Dorchester. 

To redeem the voucher 
shoppers need to spend a 
minimum of £10 on goods 
or services to receive the 
discount at the till. 

DBID will collect the 
vouchers at the end of the 
two-month trial period of 
November and December. 

The latest scheme is 
aimed at helping those 
smaller businesses in the 
town that may not benefit 
from the freezing of park¬ 


ing charges in the town on 
Sunday’s and between 
7pm and 8am. 

Charges in all the 
WDDC’s car parks have 
been stopped during a 
two-year period except in 
those along the coastal 
strip from West Bexington 
to Lyme Regis. 

BID and Dorchester 
Chamber of Commerce 
have achieved the move 
through a two-year cam¬ 
paign. 

DBID’s Phil Gordon 
said: “Now obviously 
going live with free park¬ 
ing initiative the parking 
vouchers is in addition to 
that.

FATHER-of-five Mark Mabey lives in Nether- 
bury with his wife and children. 

He was brought up in Southampton and at¬ 
tended King Edward VI School before training 
as a chartered quantity surveyor over a num¬ 
ber of years with day release attendance at 
Southampton College of Further Education. 

He has worked in the private sector and pub¬ 
lic sector as well as the in-between housing as¬ 
sociation sector and currently works for 
Magna as head of development. 

Mark had an interesting spell at work for Lon¬ 
don Underground in fire safety improvement, 
following the King's Cross fire in the late 1980s. 

His hobbies and interests include fishing, 
travelling, history and tracing his family tree. 
He has traced his family back to both Nether- 
bury (18th century) and Powerstock (17th cen¬ 
tury). 


■ WHAT does your job involve? 

I head a team of about a dozen staff who are responsible 
for the new house building programme across Magna 
Housing Group. So a combination of line management 
of staff as well as working with Directors and non-exec¬ 
utive members on the development strategy and financial 
implications of being an active affordable housing busi¬ 
ness. My day-to-day work at the moment includes get¬ 
ting our team revenue budget and new housing capital 
budgets prepared for next year. 

■ WHAT is the best part of your job? 

Visiting live building sites, which I do less often now 
than I used to. An active site has quite a buzz to it and 
meeting new residents who have just moved into their 
new homes. The latter is what our work is all about. 

■ WHAT schemes are you currently working on? 

My team is working on a number of projects. The most 
local to Bridport is the site at Dibdin View (Flaxhayes) 
for 57 new homes’ which should be complete next 
spring. 

■ WHAT would be your dream job? 

Running a post office in rural New Zealand - being a 
combination of a childhood desire to run a post office 
and an evolving desire to live in New Zealand. 

■ WHERE is the best place you have visited? 

I’ve been fortunate enough to visit many countries and 
recently spent five months away from work travelling 
with my family so a difficult one to answer - but perhaps 



the most unusual place - because of what is there - is 
Moeraki on the east coast of New Zealand’s South Island. 
The beach there is strewn with crystal-filled circular boul¬ 
ders that are ‘conceived’ underground and ‘born’ often 
via the cliffs onto the beach. 

■ WHERE would you still like to go? 

China - our plane had an abortive take-off from Hong 
Kong last year and so we spent an unexpected night in 
Hong Kong which has whetted my appetite to see more 
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of what is in my view the real China. 

■ WHICH football team do you support and what 
are their chances this season? 

I’ve supported Tottenham Hotspur since the early 1970s 
and I’m glad to say that I think this year ‘we’ can finish 
in the top five securing a place in European Competition 
next year. It’s about time they won the FA Cup again - so 
fingers crossed on that one. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party and why? 

Nikola Tesla - a very clever man who could tell us how 
to sort out our future energy needs. 

Michelangelo di Lodovico Buonarroti Simoni or Mike 
to his friends - another man way ahead of his time - 
would love to hear what he would be working on now if 
he was still alive. 

Ronnie Rosenthal - an ex-professional footballer who 
had a short spell with Spurs - so I could chat about Spurs 
but also say that I would have scored against Aston Villa 
when he managed to miss an open goal from about two 
yards out. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to? 

I’m reading a book about the origins of Freemasonry - 
lots of thought provoking ideas linking ancient stories to 
modern belief systems and how and when what we know 
today as Freemasons may have evolved. The last film was 
Stranger than Fiction, courtesy of a work colleague, 
classed as a comedy but found quite an interesting con¬ 
cept. Worth a view but do not expect too many laugh out 
loud moments. The last CD was a home-made compila¬ 
tion courtesy of my teenage daughters including Justin 
Bieber who is apparently a well-known Canadian singer.

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Name is well worth the change 


ONE of Dorchester’s most iconic shops has decided 
it’s well worth changing its name as it looks to expand 
across the south west. 

Having risen from the ashes of the old Woolworths 
to capture the nation’s imagination, the shop affection¬ 
ately known as “Wellies” is to be rechristened once 
again amid a legal wrangle over the name. 

Amalgamating its old moniker with Dorchester, the 
shop opened by radio and TV personality Chris Evans 
18-months-ago is to be renamed Wellchester over the 
course of the next two years.. 

The move follows the failure to secure from Shop 
Direct agreeable terms under which the business under 
the Wellworths name could expand. 

Shop Direct, the parent of Littlewoods, owner of the 
Woolworths name, initially supported the opening of 
the former Woolworths store in Dorchester as Well- 
worths, but then sought an agreement which would 
place limits on the growth of the business under the 
Wellworths name. 

However, rather than accept those limits, Well¬ 
worths, which was opened by former Woolworths em¬ 
ployee Claire Robertson back in March 2009, has 
decided to replace the name. 

Ms Robertson said: “We have been extremely 
pleased with the way things are going, we have made 
a profit in the first year and that’s why we are looking 
to expand. The reason we have to change is so we can 
expand.

“We are going to be looking at stores across the 
South West of the country in a similar town which cur¬ 
rently hasn’t got a general retailer, so looking at town 
where we think we could do a similar job to here. 

“We chose the new name because obviously we 
were Wellworths and so we’re taking that part of the 
name and Chester because of Dorchester. 

“I think we became so well known because we are a 
positive story; we are doing something against the run 
of play, there’s so much doom and gloom and we did 
something a bit different. 

“It’s just a change of name, people come here be¬ 
cause of what we sell not the name, there’s going to 
be nothing different, it will be exactly the same just a 
different name.” 

The terms of the two-year agreement with Shop Di- 
rect/Littlewoods are confidential, and Ms Robertson 
is legally unable to comment further on them. 

Dorchester Business Improvement District’s (BID) 
Phil Gordon said: “I think it’s really a shame, the fact 
they have to change the name, but I’ve no doubt Claire 
and the team will rise to the challenge and the new 
name is obviously brilliant. 

“Considering the time and effort it took in building 
the reputation it seems a little unfair, but it does now

mean they can expand across the county; a lot of peo¬ 
ple ask why there isn’t another one open elsewhere 
and I imagine that’s why they changed the name, they 
are looking into the future.” 


New drop in centres Plea for faster broadband 

for hate crime victims 


INDIVIDUALS living in 
fear now have specially 
designated drop in centres 
where they can safely re¬ 
port incidents of hate 
crime. 

An historic inquiry into 
the high profile death of 
hate crime victim Stephen 
Lawrence has led to a 
number of Third Party Re¬ 
porting Centres opening in 
Dorchester. 

The centres have been set 
up following the inquiry’s 
conclusion that some peo¬ 
ple wish to report hate 
crime without attending a 
police station. 

The centres are located at 
Dorset County Council and 
the local District/Borough 
council offices, or tenants 
of Magna or Sovereign 
housing can drop in to one 
of their local offices. 

Victim support also has a 
telephone reporting line on 
01202 606200. 

Councillor Ray Nottage, 
Chair of Dorset Commu¬ 
nity Safety Partnership, 
said: “We want to give vic¬ 
tims of hate crime as many 
opportunities as possible to 
report abuse. 

“While some victims 
may feel comfortable re¬ 
porting abuse to the police, 
it has been recognised that 
some victims would prefer 
to be in a more neutral en¬ 
vironment. 

“These reporting centres 
will provide that service, 
allowing victims to talk

freely to a centre’s trained 
staff. 

“Our message for vic¬ 
tims of hate crime is: do 
not suffer in silence. 

“We, the council, police 
and other community 
safety agencies, take re¬ 
ports of hate crime ex¬ 
tremely seriously and 
action will be taken to deal 
with any reports that are 
received.” 

Hate crime is the target¬ 
ing of individuals, groups 
or communities because of 
who they are. It is any 
crime, incident or harass¬ 
ment motivated by some¬ 
one’s race, faith, disability, 
sexual orientation, gender 
identity, gender or age. 

Once a victim has dis¬ 
closed abuse a member of 
staff at the Third Party Re¬ 
porting Centres will sign¬ 
post them to the relevant 
agencies as agreed during 
the report. To find your

RESIDENTS and businesses are being 
urged to vote for faster, better broad¬ 
band. 

Local group DorBAG, supported by 
local district and town councils, is pro¬ 
moting the need for better media 
communication in Dorset. 

BT has said they will look at supply¬ 
ing high speed internet to communi¬ 
ties that return a large number of votes 
for high speed internet. 

West Dorset District Council and 
Dorchester Town Council's David Bar¬ 
rett said: "We have been concerned 
about this for some time now and an 
opportunity has been presented by BT 
for faster broadband. It would make 
businesses more efficient if they had 
an immeasurably quicker service; 
faster means quicker, more money and 
more possibilities. 

"It's a case of sign up, it's what busi¬ 
nesses claim they need both for out¬ 
going and incoming messages. 

"This has the potential to help all the 
business in the area and individuals 
working from home as well as resi¬ 
dents. 

"A broadband survey is being carried 
out by BT looking for residents to sign 
up to a survey. To prove that the ex¬ 
change in there locality needs faster 
broadband people need to sign up 


otherwise we won't get it. 

"It is essential for the future of busi¬ 
nesses in this area, and subsequent 
employment, that people register 
their votes" 

DorBAG is chaired by Oliver Letwin 
and meetings are attended by BBC 
South and BBC Southwest, in addition 
the digital television switch over group 
attend meetings and are active in 
helping the group resolve reception 
problems to digital television high¬ 
lighted in its database. 

Dorchester Town Councillor Len 
Heath said: "It is recognised that as a 
rural community we need good high 
speed internet access, this has been 
recognised by both business and resi¬ 
dential users. 

"Therefore we are very keen to get as 
many local businesses and residences 
as possible to go to the BT site and 
vote for the future. 

"This is now very important because 
the high speed internet link being sup¬ 
plied to Weymouth for the Olympics 
will make an ideal starting point for a 
full fibre-optic network locally."

Nine hurt in 
four car crash 


NINE people were 
taken to Dorset County 
Hospital on Monday 
afternoon after a four 
car crash on the A3 5. 

The collision oc¬

The Mitsubishi col¬ 
lided with three cars 
travelling in the oppo¬ 
site direction, a silver 
Mercedes, silver 
Mazda and a Green 
Volkswagen Passat. 


Occupants were 
trapped in both the 
Mercedes and Volk¬ 
swagen cars and had to 
be rescued by the Fire 
Brigade, Ambulance 
and Air Ambulance 
crews. 

The incident which 
took place around 
1:20pm on Monday af¬ 
ternoon closed the road 
in both directions for 
two hours. 

Nine people in total 
were taken to hospital 
with a range of injuries, 
some serious. 

Next of kin have 
been informed.

9.30am to 5pm and those that are perhaps not big 
enough to open on Sundays, so I thought what can we do 
to help them? 

“So, where people see the free parking sign, as long as 
they shop there, they will get two hours free parking. 

“It will give the independent shops an edge over the 
other shops. From here on it’s running as a pilot to Christ¬ 
mas, but if successful and businesses find they are not 
having to pay too much for people parking it could be 
continued for good.” 

This week also saw the start of the free Sunday and 
evening parking after the council introduced charges for 
overnight parking (7pm - 8am) in 2005 following a mem¬ 
ber scrutiny of parking charges. 

The move will hit WDDC’s coffers by £58,700 in the 
next year at a time when central government funding to 
councils is being cut. The overall budgeted income from 
car-park fees for 2010/11 is £2,316,000.

Legion Poppy Appeal 
was launched at the 
Keep Military Museum 
in Dorchester by Poppy 
Appeal organiser Gra¬ 
ham Rhys-Jones and at¬ 
tended by the Mayor.

A LECTURER at 
Kingston Maur- 
ward College,

travelled back in time for 
a new BBC television se¬ 
ries. 

Simon Grant-Jones, 46, 
is one of the stars of 
BBC1 new series series 
"Turn Back Time - The 
High Street", which 
started this week (No¬ 
vember 2nd). 

The series follows a 
group of modern-day 
shop keepers - a baker, a 
butcher, an ironmonger 
and a grocer - as they set 
up shop in the pictur¬ 
esque market square of 
Shepton Mallet in Som¬ 
erset. 

Mr Grant-Jones and his 
fellow traders com¬ 
pletely immersed them¬ 
selves in the lives of their 
trades, living and work¬ 
ing exactly how they 
would have done during 
the last century, chart¬ 
ing how their lifestyles 
and shops change. 

Beginning in the Victo¬ 
rian era the show passes 
through the Edwardian 
period and the Second 


World War before con¬ 
cluding in the retail 
frenzy of the 1970s. 

"I loved every single 
minute of it," said Simon,

He has his own forge 
at his home in Sutton

"If I could have 
stayed in the Victorian 
era I would have, even 
though it was a hard 
life," he said. 

For him the best part 
of the experience was 
discovering a long 
lost sense of commu¬ 
nity spirit.

That feel¬ 
ing of community had 
been lost in this day 
and age and that's 
very sad." 

Simon appears in 
the first four episodes. 
By the 1960s black¬ 
smiths had disap¬ 
peared from British 
high streets, but 
Simon stresses his is 
not a profession 
under threat. 

"People are under 
the illusion these arts 
are dying out. But I 
specialise in things 
like making tools for 
traditional craftsmen 
and we have to be 
good at what we do."

FOUR Dorchester teachers have 
left to begin their trip to Antarctica 
to do science projects which will in¬ 
volve their students throughout the 
expedition through website blogs 
on www.fuchsfoundation.org and 
satellite phone calls. 

The expedition is supported and 
arranged by the Fuchs Foundation, 
an educational charity set up in 
recognition of Sir Vivian Fuchs’s 
achievements through the Trans- 
Antarctic Commonwealth Expedi¬ 
tion 1957/8 and as the first Director 
of the British Antarctic Survey. 

One of the four, Lyndsay Hilton, 
Head of Chemistry at The Thomas 
Hardye School, will study nanopar¬ 
ticles which can only be seen 
through a high powered micro¬ 
scope, in relation to glaciers and 
clothing. New research has found 
that the glaciers in Antarctica may 
contain nanoparticles of iron oxide 
which may be able to slow global 
warming. 

Through the warming process 
causing glaciers and icebergs to 
melt, the iron oxide will be leached 
into the ocean and boost the growth 
of phytoplankton and as they pho- 
tosynthesise they will remove more 
carbon dioxide from the atmos¬ 
phere which could slow global 
warming. 

Lyndsay will also test “self clean¬ 


ing trousers” and “socks that will 
never smell no matter how long you 
wear them” which also contain 
nanoparticles that have been engi¬ 
neered to produce clothing with 
special properties. 

In addition the team will be carry¬ 
ing out a project to provide ground 
truth data for the European Space 
Agency’s (ESA) CryoSat satellite. 

CryoSat is specifically looking at 
mapping ice coverage over land and 
sea in the Polar Regions. The area 
to which the expedition will be trav¬ 
elling gives ESA a unique opportu¬ 


nity to collect in situ ice measure¬ 
ments to help calibrate the instru¬ 
mentation on board the satellite. 

CryoSat’s flight path will be al¬ 
tered to record data on the ice thick¬ 
ness at the exact location of the 
expedition. 

This expedition is the third of a se¬ 
ries of scientific expeditions to be 
sent by the Foundation to the Polar 
Regions. The previous two were to 
the Antarctic in 2007 and the Arctic 
in 2009.

Don't forget your compost bins this winter! 


WITH winter just around 
the comer Dorset County 
Council are reminding 
residents to continue 
using their compost bins 
during the colder months. 

Robert Gould, Dorset 
County Council’s cabinet 
member for the environ¬ 
ment, said: “Home com¬ 
posting is easy to do all 
year round. Autumn is an 
excellent time of year as 
there is a great deal of 
nutrient-rich waste avail¬ 
able - old bedding plants, 
grass cuttings, autumn 
leaves and prunings can 
all be composted. 

“It is an inexpensive, 
natural process which is 
much better for the envi¬ 
ronment than sending un¬ 
cooked kitchen and 
garden waste to landfill. 


“It currently costs the 
county council around 
£70 for each tonne of 
waste sent to landfill and 
this is set to rise dramati¬ 
cally over the next few 
years.” 

Top tips to keep com¬ 
posting this autumn are: 

• Use a lawnmower to 
pick leaves up: This 
shreds the leaves and 
helps the composting 
process; 

• Help next year’s plants 
grow by making use of 
this year’s tired vegeta¬ 
tion: Adding old bedding 
plants to your compost 
mix will help to capture 
all the nutrients and will 
give new plants a great 
start when you wake the 
garden back up in the 
spring. 


• Bring the inside, out¬ 
side! A third of house¬ 
hold waste can be 
composted at home; any¬ 
thing from loo roll tubes 
and egg boxes to coffee 
grounds and tea leaves 
can all go in your com¬ 
post bin 

• Make your compost 
mixture more a-peel-ing: 
Don’t forget to regularly 
add suitable kitchen 
waste to your compost. 

To produce good com¬ 
post, the key is to get the 
correct balance of mate¬ 
rials as air is essential to 
the process. 

By mixing the material 
up, as you fill your bin, 
this creates air pockets 
and helps to keep it 
healthy. 

Try and aim for a 50/50 


mix of ‘greens’ (veg¬ 
etable peelings, grass 
cuttings, old flowers and 
bedding plants) and 
‘browns’ (garden prun¬ 
ings, coffee grounds, tis¬ 
sues and paper napkins, 
cardboard, vacuum 
cleaner dust). It is best 
not to overfill it. 

For those that are not 
already home compost¬ 
ing there has never been 
a better time to get 
started. 

Dorset councils have 
teamed up with bin man¬ 
ufacturer Straight PLC to 
provide a range of com¬ 
post bins, kitchen caddies 
and water butts at bargain 
prices.

The feed in tariff scheme pays 41.3p per unit generated 
whether the customer uses the electricity or not, so if you 
generated the unit and use it yourself you would get the 
41.3p and you would save a further 11 -14p because you 
did not need to buy the electricity from your supplier. 
There is also an added bonus in that any electricity that you 
generate but don't use, gets sold back to your supplier for 
an extra 3pence per unit. 

Because the feed in tariff scheme has been guaranteed 
for 25 years, and it is indexed linked to ensure that the re¬ 
turns remain the same in line with inflation, it can make 
the system a worthwhile long term investment, where the

cost of installation can be recovered still leaving many 
years of pure profit. The investment opportunity has 
caused quite a stir in the financial sector with favourable 
comments from people such as Martin Lewis The money 
saving expert'.

Why the Legion is Mark's

G unner Mark 
Stonelake, of 29 
Commando Regi¬ 
ment, Royal Artillery, 
had his left leg ampu¬ 
tated in December 2008 
in Afghanistan, when 
the vehicle he was driv¬ 
ing hit a roadside bomb. 

As well as losing a leg, 
the blast also left him 
with a badly damaged 
right foot, fractured 
back, broken bones in 
both legs and broken 
nose, jaw and teeth. 

A friend and colleague 
also in the vehicle at the 
time has been left per¬ 
manently brain-dam- 
aged by the incident, 
and has to communicate 
through a computer. 

Mark is still serving in 
the British Armed Forces, 
along with his fiancee 
Donna Canty, an Able 
Seaman in the Royal

covering from the IED 
blast.

The Royal British Legion has commit¬

greens, and purples are 
cool colors because 
they have a relaxing 
and calming affect. In 
general warm colors 
work well in places 
where there should be 
activity and interaction, 
like the kitchen and liv¬ 
ing room, and cool col¬ 
ors are most 
appreciated in rooms 
where the aim is relax¬ 
ation and calmness, like 
the bedroom and bath¬ 
room. 

That’s not to say you 
can’t mix things up and 
put a relaxing color 
somewhere busy -- my 
mom has green in her 
living room and it’s still 
the lively hub of the 
house, although I do 
find the walls relaxing 
to look at. Here are 
some basics about each 
of the major color 
groups: 

Red is the most emo¬ 
tionally intense of all 
the colors and is known 
to raise the heart rate, 
increase blood pressure, 


and speed up breath¬ 
ing. It draws the eye so 
is often used for accents 
only, although because 
it also stimulates the ap¬ 
petite it can be a good 
choice for the walls of a 
formal dining room 
(and restaurants). 

Yellow speeds the me¬ 
tabolism, enhances 
concentration, and in¬ 
spires optimism and 
happiness. If over-used, 
however, it can become 
too stimulating and can 
instead lead people to 
become tense and 
crabby. 

Blue One of the most 
popular "favorite” col¬ 
ors, blue has the oppo¬ 
site effect of red: it 
calms, relaxes, inspires 
tranquility, and sup¬ 
presses appetite. The 
downside of blue is that 
it can come off as cold 
or depressing. Blue is 
often used in bedrooms 
and studies. 

Green is similar to 
blue but more versatile. 
It does not suppress ap¬ 


petite (perhaps because 
so many foods in nature 
are green) and in its 
lighter shades can be 
both cheerful and relax¬ 
ing. 

Violet is one of the 
most unpredictable col¬ 
ors in that people react 
unpredictably to it. It 
can seem artificial and 
intense, or very roman¬ 
tic and sophisticated. In 
general children re¬ 
spond better to shades 


of purple than adults. 

White is bright, fresh, 
and neutral so it goes 
with everything. White 
enhances natural light 
and makes things ap¬ 
pear clean. Too much 
white, however, can be¬ 
come stark and sterile. 

Brown is earthy, 
warm, and calming. It 
implies feelings of thick¬ 
ness and strength and 
pairs well with most 
other colors.

MAKING your own cushions is a fantastic way to recycle old materials for a 
new, functional purpose. If you need replacement cushions , or are thinking 
up a new interior design scheme > why not opt for making your own bespoke 
cushions? 

Getting Started 

If you want to learn to make your own cushions, a simple square cushion is 
the easiest way to get started. But just because it's simple doesn't mean it can't 
be beautiful. You have design choices even with square cushions. You cushion 
can be enhanced with standard piping, ruched trim, applique designs, even 
tassels and fringing. 

Foam for the inside of your cushion is available in a range of pre-measured 
sizes. 

Cushion Making Instructions 

Here are the steps to make your own cushions: 

1 .To make the cover, begin by measuring the foam pad. Add an inch to each 
measurement.This will give you a half-inch allowance on all sides. 

2. Cut two pieces of fabric to these measurements. This will give you two 
identical square pieces of fabric. 

3. Pin the two pieces of fabric together, making sure that the finished side of 
both pieces is facing in. In other words, you are assembling the cover "inside 
out." 

4.Sew around three edges and all four corners, but leave one edge open. 

5. Now, turn the fabric "right side out" and insert the foam. 

6. Turn under the edges of the opening to match the other edges and slip- 
stitch (a slipstitch is a concealed stitch used for sewing folded edges). 

7. Now you can add embellishments like piping or fringe if you wish. Other 
options include adding a zipper or leaving an opening so you can remove 
the cushion cover for cleaning. 

Once you master this simple type of cushion, you can branch out into other 
designs and techniques.

FROM her Calendar of Sonnets (published in 
America in 1886) this is Helen Jackson's verse 
for November. 

NOVEMBER 

This is the treacherous month when autumn days 
With summer's voice come bearing summer's gifts. 

Beguiled, the pale down-trodden aster lifts 
Her head and blooms again. The soft, warm haze 
Makes moist once more the sere and dusty ways, 
And, creeping through where dead leaves lie 
in drifts, 

The violet returns. Snow noiseless sifts 
Ere night, an icy shroud, which morning's rays 
Will idly shine upon and slowly melt, 

Too late to bid the violet live again. 

The treachery, at last, too late, is plain; 

Bare are the places where the sweet flowers dwelt. 
What joy sufficient hath November felt? 
What profit from the violet's day of pain? 

AS we approach the 92nd anniversary of 
Armistice Day it is an appropriate time to 
have a poem written by a soldier. Some time 
ago I visited a regimental website and found 
these comments: "It’s the Military, not the re¬ 
porter who has given us the freedom of the 
Press. It’s the Military, not the poet who has 
given us the freedom of speech. It's the Mili¬ 
tary, not the politicians that ensures our right 
to Life, Liberty, and the pursuit of Happiness. 
It's the Military, that salutes the flag, that 


serves beneath it, whose coffins are draped 
by it." On the same website was this poem, 
written by an unknown soldier. 

THE FINAL INSPECTION 

The soldier stood and faced his God, 
Which must always come to pass. 

He hoped his shoes were shining, 

Just as brightly as his brass. 

'Step forward now, you soldier, 

How shall I deal with you? 

Have you always turned the other cheek? 

To My Church have you been true?' 

The soldier squared his shoulders and said, 
'No, Lord, I guess I ain't 
Because those of us who carry guns, 

Can't always be a saint. 

I've had to work most Sundays, 

And at times my talk was tough. 

And sometimes I've been violent, 
Because the world is awful rough. 

But, I never took a penny, 

That wasn't mine to keep... 

Though I worked a lot of overtime, 

When the bills got just too steep. 

And I never passed a cry for help, 
Though at times I shook with fear. 


And sometimes, God, forgive me, 

I've wept unmanly tears. 

I know I don't deserve a place, 

Among the people here. 

They never wanted me around, 

Except to calm their fears. 

If you've a place for me here, Lord, 

It needn't be so grand. 

I never expected or had too much, 

But if you don't, I'll understand. 

There was a silence all around the throne, 
Where the saints had often trod. 

As the soldier waited quietly, 

For the judgment of his God. 

'Step forward now, you soldier, 

You've borne your burdens well. 

Walk peacefully on Heaven's streets; 
You've done your time in Hell.'

DSA to stop publishing questions used in theory tests 


THE Driving Standards 
Agency is to stop publishing 
the multiple choice ques¬ 
tions and answers used in 
theory tests, Road Safety 
Minister Mike Penning an¬ 
nounced today. 

This will help to ensure 


that new drivers learn the 
principles behind driving 
theory rather than just 
learning answers. 

The move follows the in¬ 
troduction of independent 
driving into the driving test 
and the DSA's decision to 


stop publishing test routes 
in October 2010, to make 
sure the test assesses a 
learner's ability to drive and 
not their capacity to memo¬ 
rise routes. 

Mike Penning said: 

"The driving theory test 


should help to prepare driv¬ 
ers for real life on the road - 
good driving is not just 
about vehicle-handling 
skills, but also about having 
the knowledge and under¬ 
standing of safe driving the¬ 
ory.

Football festival to celebrate 
new hi-tech supergrass pitch 


YOUNG footballers from West Dorset 
will be taking part in a festival of foot¬ 
ball to test out the district's new third 
generation artificial pitch. 

The state-of-the-art surface at Dorch¬ 
ester's Thomas Hardye Leisure Centre is 
filled with rubber crumbs and able to 
withstand more intensive use than a 
traditional grass pitch. It also needs 
lower maintenance and isn't affected by 
severe weather conditions. 

On Saturday, November 6th, youth 
teams from Dorchester, Bere Regis and 
Puddletown will take part in a series of 
mini football matches and FA skill 
coaches and players from Dorchester 
Town Football Club will be on hand to 
help the aspiring footballers improve 
their technique. 

The Magpies will be using the new 
pitch as the main training facility for the 
first team. The district council has been 
working with the club and other local 
teams to increase the number of young 
people playing football. 

The surface, which meets interna¬ 
tional football authorities' standards, 
has been designed to improve player 
comfort, minimise injuries and reduce 
ball bounce. 

The new supergrass can be used by 
the community and bookings can be 
made by contacting the leisure centre. 
Students at Thomas Hardye School will 
also be using the new pitch as part of 
their PE lessons. 

West Dorset District Council Chairman 
Ronald Coatsworth will officially open 
the new pitch and give out certificates 
to those taking part in the festival. 

Cllr Coatsworth said: "We are de¬ 


lighted that West Dorset residents and 
local teams such as Dorchester Town 
Football Club and the local youth teams 
now have access to these state-of-the- 
art-facilities. 

"Local people have been able to use 
the new pitch since the summer and we 
have been thrilled with the number of 
people booking the pitches. 

This will be a great asset for West 
Dorset and a boost to local football. I 
hope these new facilities will encourage 
more people across the district to take 
up the sport." 

Scott Symes from Dorchester Town 
Youth said: "This new surface provides 
an outstanding opportunity for local 
young players to enjoy their football 
and to develop their technical ability all 
year round, whatever the weather." 

The district council secured £124,400 
from the Football Foundation to resur¬ 
face the artificial turf pitch and kick- 
start a three year programme to 
promote football in Dorchester and the 
surrounding area. Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil also provided funding for the new 
pitch. 

Funded by the Premier League,The FA 
and the Government, the Football 
Foundation is the nation's largest sports 
charity. Launched in July 2000, the 
Foundation celebrated its tenth an¬ 
niversary this summer and has so far 
supported 8,000 community sports 
projects worth £920m. 

In Dorset alone it has funded 129 
community projects worth £3.8m.

Speed sailors 
welcomed home 


LAST week saw an interesting array of 
sailors from all over the globe, including 73 
year old Fred Ball, competing in the Dakine 
Weymouth Speed Week at the Weymouth 
and Portland National Sailing Academy 
(WPNSA). 

The event started in 1973 and is the oldest 
running speed event in the world, making 
Weymouth the original home of speed sail¬ 
ing in its pure form. The official British 
Championships ensured that all possible was 
done to allow harbour records to be broken, 
by kitesurfers, windsurfers and sailors. The 
event is centred on an accurately measured 
500 metre course located in Portland Har¬ 
bour. This provides the challenge for the 
speed sailor to pit his wits against the ele¬ 
ments. 

The lack of rules provides the ideal oppor¬ 
tunity for both experts and dreamers to build 
the type of boats which, but for this event, 
would never see the light of day; competitors 
can be referred to as drivers, sailors or pilots. 
Mirabaud LX, competing in their first ever 
speed week, was designed to fly on its hy¬ 
drofoils. 2010 once again saw many return¬ 
ing racers set to take on the course with their 
new craft, undeterred by their failures and 
delighted when their good ideas worked. 

Competitors help develop the sport and 
grow it internationally, to push the limits of 
other national and world records. The course 
at Weymouth is suited to all competitors 
from boats to the kiters, so if the wind blows, 
harbour records could fall. 

Despite being held in autumn every year to 
tie in with the Winter Equinox in the pursuit 


of high winds, there were no new harbour 
records for 2010 and the record still stands 
with Anders Bringdal, who achieved a speed 
of 38.2 knots in 2008. 

The week, however, did see some exciting 
racing with trials taking part every day of the 
event and 33 knots being the highest speed 
recorded.
